W A SH IN G TO N , Dec. 28.— The 
com p lete text of the new tax bill 
was m ad e public today by C hair­ 
man G ie e n of the house w ays and 
m eans co m m ittee which w ill meet 
again as soon as con gress reas­ 
sem b les on January 3 to contin u e 
its stu d y o f the sw eeping revisions 
proposed by the 
adm inistration. 
In ail 
its features th e bill fo l­ 
lows th e recom m en dations previ­ 
ously 
m ad e public by Secretary 
Mellon. 
It 
proposes 
several 
hundred amentLments to th e ex ist­ 
ing rev en u e law, many o f th em of 
* 


i h ig h ly technical nature and d e­ 
ig n e d to put an end to tax e v a s­ 
ions and m any others d ea lin g with 
ch a n g es advocated by Mr. Mellon 
in in co m e and other tax scredules. 
Mr. Green made public th e text 
or the m easu re after a proposal for 
publicity 
of 
its 
p rovisions had 
been th e subject of a heated d is­ 
cussion in a su b -com m ittee yes- 
ttrday. 
Mr. Green said his action fin a l­ 
ly w as prom pted by a kn ow led ge 
that th e contents of the m easure 
were k n ow n to many ou tsid e th e 
co m m ittee members. 
Study Bill 
So fa r the bill has been th e sub­ 
ject o f only a prelim inary study 
by th e com m ittee which has made 
no atte m p t to reach d ecision s as 
to w h a t, lf any, ch an ges it will 
m ake before the m easure Is re­ 
ported to the house. 
One of the 
principal revisions provided in the 
bill is a reduction of su rtax rates 
so that th e surtax w ould begin at 
one per cent on net Incom es of 
$ 1 0 ,0 0 0 to $12,000; 
w ou ld pro­ 
vide an additional one per cent for 
each ad d ition al $2,000 up to $36,- 
000; on e per cent ad dition al for 
the n ext $4,000 and would then 
add on e per cent for elch $€,000 
up to a m axim um o f 25 per cent 
on n e t incom es of $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 or 
more. 
U nder the present law surtaxes 
begin at one per cent on net in­ 
co m es betw een $6,000 and $10 ,00 0 
and Beltie upward to a m axim um 
o f 4 0 per eeoA o n n et I m n n u * eg-,, 
ce ed in g $200,000. 
T h e new hill also provides that 
the n o rm a l tax on in com es shall 
be 3 per cent where It is now 4 
per cont and 6 per

resu lt In a loss of revenue of $91,

T h e bill proposes th e outright 
repeal of the present

ver p lated flat silverw are, pencils 
and fou n tain pens sellin g for not

f 5 00. 
T h e adm inistrative featu res of 
th e bill include a provision for 
(ren tin g a bourd of tax appeals, 
co m p o sed of not less than seven 
nor m ore titan tw en ty-eigh t m em ­ 
bers, appointed for ten year terms 
at sala ries ut $10,000 each by the 
secreta ry 
of 
the 
treasu ry and 
w ith o u t senate confirm ation. The 
board would heur and determ ine 
ca ses involving the a ssessm en t of 
taxes, 
but 
both the governm ent 
and th e taxpayer would be privi­ 
leged to uppeul any decision to the

N aturally the 
most 
effective 
system of play changes with the 
existing 
condition.

pitchers in power, playing for a 
run is the system. 
W ith tho bat­ 
ters holding sway the best policy 
is to try to get them in clusters. 


In this connection a chat I had 
with F ran k Chance one day last 
sum m er bears out w hat I have 
said. 
W hen Chance retired from 
baseball to his orange plantation 
in California, the pitchers were 
in power. 
The steal, the sacri­ 
fice, any play that would help get 
a one-run margin was considered 
good baseball. 
Pitchers liked to 
have a single tally to work on 
and were satisfied. 
Given a four 
or five-run margin, a high-class 
pitcher considered th e game all 
but in the won column. 
When 
Canoe returned R> the American 
League to take charge of the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox the effective style of 
play had shifted from a get-a-run 
system to piling them up in clus­ 
ters. 


Getting accustomed to the new 
conditions, getting acclimated to 
the changed atmosphere, was the 
first handicap th a t beset Chance 
on his re-entry Into the majors. 


"W hile I had kept in fairly 
close touch with th e game,” said 
Chance, “ I realised in a very 
short time that the lively ball and 
the rather ordinary pitching had 
entirely revolutionized conditions 
of play. 
At first I started out on 
the theory that it was wise to get 
a run, give my pitchers something 
to work on, but I early discovered 
th a t such a system wouldn’t get 
you very far in the m ajors these 
days.
